Chloroform burglars drugged Mrs. 
Ward M. Neri, 74 Elbert street, 
Sunday night as she lay on her bed, 
a pair of head phones clamped to her 
ears, listening to a radio concert, 
ransacked the premises, and escaped 
with $100 in eash hidden in a book- 
case, 

Mrs. Neri’s plight was discovered 
shortly after 9 o'clock when her two 
daughters, Emma Neal, eged 12, and 
Sarah, 14, returned home from 
church. 

They knocked at the door. There 
was no response. The children shout- 
ed, and pounded the door with their 
fists—stil] no answer. The house was 
in darnkess. Frantically they called 
again, and their mother, as in a 
tranee, stumbled to the door turned 
the latch, and fell back unconscious. 

Mother On Floor. 

The children switched on the light. 
They saw their mother laying pros- 
trate on the floor. They screamed for 
help and J. J. Peters, a neighbor 
living at 67 Elbert street, rushed to 
the scene. 

At the sight of the mother and the 
two children he burried to the tele- 
phone and called Dr. Frank L. Corley, | 
who arriving a few minutes later di- 
agnosed Mrs. Neri’s condition as a 
ease of probable chloroform poison- 
ing. 
eeoT he method of application is still 
undetermined” the doctors said,” but | 
Mrs. Neri was poisoned either by | 
chloroform or by some other equally 
dangerous drug.”’ 

The doctor explained that the fact 
that three windows in the house, a 
one-story cottage, were opened would 
furnish sufficient ventilation to dis- 
pel the odor of any drug in a few 
minutes. 

After Mrs. Neri had been revived it 
was several minutes before she could 
utter a sound. She was dazed. Quiz- 
zed by Call Officers J. E. McDaniel 
and John Crankshaw, who made a 
record run to the honse, Mrs. Neri | 
said: 


Mrs. Neri’s Story. 
“After the children left the house 
. I decided I wanted to hear the radio 
concert. I was tirfd, so I moved the 
receiving set close to the bed and 
clamped the head phones to my ears. 
I tuned in, and the last thing I re- 
member was a song that was being 
sung by a baritone voice—then every- 


thing went black. Perhaps I had 
been listening five minutes or fifteen 


—I do not know. Then as in a dream 
' J heard the voices of my two daugh- 
ters. At first I thought it was only 
a dream. Then realizing something 
terrible had happened I roused my- 
self, and stumbled to the door, which 
was not far from the bedroom. Then 
J fell back.” 

The police and Peters made a thor- 
ough search of the rooms of the cot- 
tage, which had been thoroughly ran- 
sacked. “Pictures had been ripped 
from the wall, chairs had been over- 
turned and the bookcase where the 
money was hidden was empty. The 
two hundred volumes it contained 
were scattered over the floor.

Washington, December 3.—Confir- 
mation of upwards of a thousand 
presidential nominations will be the 
task of the senate meeting tomorrow 
at 10 o'clock in the final sitting of 
the extra session. 

Unlike the house which has no 
special business before it the senate 
ig expected to work until close to 12 
o’clock before adjourning sine die. 
The regular session will begin at 
noon. 

Probably the only business trans- 
acted in either the house or senate 
at the initial meeting will be the 
routine appointment of a joint com- 
mittee to go to the white house to 


‘notify the president that the las ses- 


sion of the 67th congress has con- 
vened and that his message 18s 
awaited. 

Abandon Dyer Bill. 

Republican senators made possible 
confirmation of at least a portion of 
the nominations by. voting in party 
caucus late yesterday to abandon 
completely the Dyer  anti-lynching 
bill against which the democrats had 
successfully filibustered for several 
days. Senator Underwood, of Ala- 
bama, the democratie feader, was in- 
formed‘today of the decision, and in 
accordance with promises made dur- 
ing the filibuster, let it be known: 
that the democrats would offer no 
further obstruction. 

Foremost among the nominations 
to be taken up is that of Pierce But- 
ler, of Minnesota, to be an associate 
justice of the supreme court succeed- 
ing William R. Day. Some opposi- 
tion to confirmation of Mr. Butler 
has been expressed but Senators 
Kellogg and Nelson, of Minnesota, 
have said they expected no great 
difficulty inasmuch as the nomination 


| received a unanimously favorable re- 


port from the judiciary committee 
after inquiry into the objections. 

Hundreds of other nominations, in- 
cluding a large number of postmasters 
and army promotions are expected to 
be approved by the senate without 
opposition. The nomination of Wal- 
ter L. Cohen, negro, of New Orleans, 
to be comptroller of customs at New 
Orleans is expected to fail because 
of the opposition of the Louisiana 
and several other southern senators. 

Ship Subsidy. 

Republican leaders had planned to 
have the shipping bill passed last 
week by the house, reported to the 
senate tomorrow but the democratic 
filibuster prevented reference of the 
legislation to committee. It ig ex- 
pected to be reported Tuesday and 
leaders plan to take it up Wednes- 
day. 

Outside of whatever nominations 
are confirmed tomorrow the accom 
plishments of the senate at the ex- 
tra session are few. The only legia- 


lation passed was a bill to prohibit 
illegal sale, manufacture and wear of

“Special Privileges” Issue 

May Wreck Conference 
on Near East Peace, 
Observers Believe. 


* Lausanne, December 3.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—A review of the 
second week of the Near Eastern 
conference’ shows clearly that the ne- 
gotiations have reached a point of 
danger; the question of capitulations 
or special privileges enjoyed may 
make or break the conference, and 
this is so because an adverse. deci- 
sion on capitulations may so wound 
Turkish ‘national pride that the Turks 
ary return to Angora. 

Everybody realizes the extreme del- 
icacy and danger of the negotiations 
on capitulations. The Turks have re- 
jected all suggestions of the powers, 

’ ineluding the. United States, that the 
special privileges enjoyed by foreign- 
ers in the past shall be retained, more 
especially any attempt to have for- 
eign consular courts try cases involv- 
ing foreign residents er foreign prop- 


erty. 
Turks to Resist. 

Both Ismet Pasha and Dr. Riza 
Nur, plenipotentiaries from Angora, 
informed the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press today that they would 
resist any attempt to place Turk 
ena lower international standing 
than “smaller and less important 
states, like Greece and Mexico,””. and 
they would insist on complete ad- 
ministrative independence. 

Dr. Riza said: ‘We hear that the 
powers, including the United States, 
are thinking of substituting ‘jurid- 
ical guarantees’ for the hateful ex- 
pression ‘capitulations.’ 
as foreign tribunals are 
this will not do: it means the same 
thing under a different name. And 
we object to a transitory period 
whereby Turkey would be supposed 
gradually to emancipate herself from 
the ancient regime of capitulations. 
We want complete freedom now.” 

The leading European powers have 
received important help from Japan 
in their struggle to keep the foreign 
courts in Turkey. Japan herself suf- 
fered the same humiliation as Turkey 
and sympathize with the Turkish 
attitude. But Baron Hayashi has 
made the point that it took Japan 
two decades to establish a system 
of jurisprudence which satisfied the 
foreign powers and finally induced 
them definitely to abolish the foreign 
tribunal privileges. Japan has there- 
fore urged Turkey to be patient. 

Want Equal Laws. 

The Turks argue that complete ad- 
ministration sovereignty is perhaps 
the most solemn article of the new 
Ottoman national pact. A prominent 
Turk said: 

“If Americans and other foreigners 
do not like to be under the authority 
of our Turkish courts, then let them 
stay away from Turker. If a Turk 
were arrested in New York he would 
be tried before an American court, 
and not murmur. The same sitnation 
should exist in Turkey.” 

The Turkish position is weakened 
hy the fact that complete unity of 
front by the great powers has been 
erected against the Turks on this 
rroblem. However, Russia is expect- 
ed to side with her ally. Turkey. 

Another capitulation difficulty lies 
in fixing the eustoms tariff.

Swarthmore, Pa., December 3.—The 
results of the annual election of Amer- 
ican Rhodes scholars to the Univer- 
sity of Oxford, held yesterday in thir- 
ty-two states, were announced today 
by President Frank Aydelotte, of 
Swarthmore college, American secre- 
tary to the Rhodes trustees. 

Thirty-tw» Fhodes scholars are ap- 
minted from the United States each 
year. A_ scholarship is tenable for 
three years and carries with it a sti- 
pend of 350 pounds sterling a year. 
The selection is made on the three- 
fold basis of (1) character and per- 
sonality, (2) scholarship ability and 
(3) physieal vigor whether shown by 
participation in outdoor sports or in 
other ways.

TOWN OF NEWBERN 


Incendiarism Suspected as 
Flame-Devastated Town 
Is Again Threatened by 
Blaze. 


Newbern, N. C., December 3.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—lI'wo more 
fires broke out here today, one be- 
lieved to shave been of incendiary 
origin, and for a time it was feared 
that something like the conflagration 
of Friday, which laid waste fifty 
blocks, would be repeated. Hoth oc- 
curred early in the morning and the 
first one, in Kennedy’s pharmacy,‘ was 
soon out. The other, which officials 
said appeared to have been delib- 
erately started, was confined to : 
storage warehouse off Griffith street 
after a desperate fight of an hour. 

The building and its contents of 
oil, lumber and other inflammable 
material was in a light blaze before 
the alarm was turned in and firemen 
found the flames leaping seventy or 
more feet high and threatening tc 
endanger the Southern railway shops, 
many dwellings and a lumber mill. 

Hundreds of persons turned out to 
aid the firemen and after it was over 
relief work for the sufferers from 
Friday's fire was resumed. During 
the day several thousand persons, es- 
timates running as high as 5, : 
came to Newbern to see the burned 
area, but idle curiosity did not appear 
to be the only motive that prompted 
the visitors, for hundreds of automo- 
biles bore bundles of clothes and bed- 
ding, now the greatest need of the 
1,800 or more persons affected. 

While spectators were wandering 
among the stark chimneys that stand 
as monuments to »-North Carolina’s 
most disastrous conflagration, mes- 
sages of sympathy and offering aid 
came from many parts of the coun- 
try. “If there is anything we can 
do, command us,” was the tenor of 
all the telegrams. Local citizens have 
subscribed $15,000 and the Elks of 
Charleroi, Pa., sent in $500 today. 

Approximately 1,000 tents have heen 
sent here from Fort Bragg and Camp 
Glenn, N. C., and tonight the edge of 
the burned area resembled a_ tented 
city. Tomorrow plans will be made 
for cleaning up the ruins and for ob- 
taining portable houses to meet the 
requirements of citizens who suffered, 
most of wrom are negroes, who gener- 
ally were witbout insurance. 

Good order prevailed, according to 
official reports, and members of the 
local field artillery company are as- 
sisting the volice in patrol work, while 
distribution of supplies is being helped 
in by the crew of the coast guard boat 
Pamlico.

The letter did not dfféctly mention 
Clemenceau’s tribute to negroes in his 
controversy with Senator Hitchcock 
over the use of black troops on the 
Rhine, but continued: 

“We are not unmindful of the kind- 
ness and hospitality in which you re- 
ceived our black soldiers and know 
you, sir, to have been at that time a 
towering giant for justice and fair 
play.

Topeka, Kans., December 3.—Wée 
have not improved much over the 
methods of the ancients in our way 
of handling underprivileged children. 
In those days if a child looked 
like he.was not properly equippe 
mentally and physically to success 
fully make his, way in the world he 
was thrown over a cliff. A child 
was Copsidered an asset of the state 
and if he did not have proper parents 
the state took him and educated hiin. 
Now we let him spend a starved and 
stifled childhood in a mud-hole and 
then use him to fill our industrial 
schools, refermatories, penjtentiaries, 
insane asylums and. brothels. hivery 
person born on this earth is entitled 
to a happy childhood and at least 

a fair chance at life. 
Most Important Job. 

Generally when we speak of un- 
derprivileged boys we mean boys with- 
out fathers and mothers, poor boys. 
But there are those who are not poor 
in material things, who havé fathers 
and mothers, and yet are under- 
privileged because of lack of interest 
and companionship on the part of 
their fathers, If a man is the father 
of a boy, no matter what else he is, 
that is the most important job he 
has; and if he fails in it, no matter 
what wonderful things he _ attains 
niong business, pfofessional or poll- 
tical lines, he has failed in life. 

There is no such thing as a bad 
boy. There is no boy who ‘is bad, 
real bad, all over, all of the time, and 
on the ether hand there is no boy who 
is good all of the time—when_ he gets 
that way he isn’t a boy any more, he’s 
an angel. 

From Broken Homes, 

Of the 372 boys .in the Kansa: 
State Industrial school, 90 per cent 
are from broken homes. Homes 
where the father is dead. The moth- 
er is dead, or one has deserted the 
other or they are separated or di- 
vorced. It takes a normal home to 
raise a boy; a home with a father 
and mother both hving and living to- 
gether more or less happily and stay- 
ing on the joh of home-making and 
boy-raising a good part of the time. 

Where the home fails the _ state 
should step in and should act by 
making for its future citizens a sub- 
stitute home as nearly like God 
intended as possible; a place of train- 
ing, a place of privilege, rather than 
a prison or a place of degradation 
and punishment. 

You who have good homes, you 
had good fathers and mothers, who 
were wanted in the world, didn’t do 
anything to deserve this great ad 
vantage any more than the boy who 
was found in a basket under a bridge. 
Yeu owe something for your great 
advantages. You owe it to see that, 
first, your own boys get a fair start 
and that these poor, parentless, home- 
less little “devils” on your city streets 
get a decent shake.

The 
customary arrangements for. burial 
were hecessarily performed on a pro- 
digious scale, 

['welve strong men were hired to 
bear his pall and even they could not 
handle the huge coffin, eight feet six 
inches long and three feet wide, 
weighing more than 6500 pounds. 
Therefore it was necessary to rig a 
block and tackle to lower the giant 
from the window of the appartment 
in Which he died Friday afternoon 
of indigestion. At Holly Grove ceme- 
tery the sexton had prepared a grave 
twice the size of the ordinary grave 
and had erected a crane to let the 
coffin into the ground. 

Although condemned by his size 
to make his living by exhibiting hiin- 
Self in the side-show of Ringling’s 
circus, which he did for the last 10 
years, Augur’s intelligence: made him 
a respected man among men “off the 
lot.” He was a member of several 
lodges. one of which, the Elks, had 
charge of the funeral. Mrs. James 
Pendergast, of Fairfield, Conn., a sis 
ter of Augur, was the only relative 
at the services. She is a woman of 
normal proportions, Augur having 
been the only one of a numerous fam- 
ily to grow to gigantic size. 

Augur’s pet dog, Ringling, mourn- 
ed his death and would not be con- 
soled. They <cwo had toured the 
country from Atlantic to Pacific sev- 
eral times and were about to go to 
Los Angeles for a winter's work in 
the movies when Augur died.

Makes Annual Report 
Public. 


Washington, December 8,—The 
postoffice py tat tera often called 
the “largest business in ‘the “world,” 
has reduced its annual deficit by 
nearly $21,000,000 during the last 
year. 


This has been possible, Postmaster 
General Work declared in his annual 
report, just made pubiic, by a: corre- 
sponding increas’. in postal revenues. 
expenditures were only $780,835 in 
excess of those for the preceding 
year, and ‘this, he said, was» accom- 
plished -in a: business costing: nearly 
$350,000,000 for the year. 

For further improvement of the 
service, Work made the following 
legislative recommendations: 

1. To authorize the postmaster 
general to prescribe domestic .money 
order fees, because “changing condi- 
tions in’ business, require “prompt, 
suitable changes in money order fees.” 

~. To increase the rates of in- 
terest on postal savings, totaling 
$140,450,167, a slight inerease’ over 
the preceding year. 7 

3. To authorize the collection of 
#dditional postage on insufficiently 
and improperly addressed mail. 
oe Numerous amendments to ex- 
isting laws for the welfare of postal 
emplovees. 

While no recommendation was made 
with regard to the free mail privi- 
lege, Work pointed out that “the es- 
timated revenue which. would be de- 
rived if postage were paid upon mail 
of the executive departments carried 
and handled by the department would 
amount to $10,897,387. 

The report shows the increased need 
for additional space in the large post- 
offices and details the mersures taken 
fo secure the needed facilities. These 
measures have provided for addition- 
“] buildings or space at Los Angeles, 
Minneapolis. Indianapolis, Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Rochester, Louisville, At- 
lanta, Chicago and plans are under 
wav for New York.

To. Be Banished 
From His Land 


Prince Andrew’s Life Is‘ 
Spared by Revolutionary 
Tribunal in Athens. 


Atliens, December 3.—-(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Prince Andrew, 
brother of former King Constantine, 
has been sentenced by a _ military 
court to banishment for life and de- 
privation of his rank. He will not 
suffer actual degradation. 

The trial of the prince clused last 
night after numerous witnesses had 
been examined and pleas for clem- 
ency had been made by counsel for 
the defense. The indictment set forth 
that in the advance Jn the Sangarius 
river, Prince Andrew, commanding 
the second army corps, ‘refused to 
obey an order to attack the enemy. 

Royalty had a bad time in the final 
stages of the ‘inquiry. The prosecutor 
dwelt on the disadvantages of em- 
ploying princes in high positions in 
the army. He pointed cut that their 
influence was pernicious, not only 
in Greece. but in al. countries and 
cited cases where they had been re- 
sponsible for military disaster. In 
this connection he alluded to the for- 
mer German crown prince, which 
pleased the democrats among the 
spectators. 

Touch and Go. 


Andrew bore up well throughout 
the trial. It was touch and go 
whether he would escape with his 
life, as the charge on which he was 
convicted is punishable under the 
yreek code. by death. The defense, 
however, evoked speciu!l circumstances 
and the prince found himself re- 
ferred to as altogether unqualified 
as the commander of an army corps, 
which covld only have heen obtained 
through favoritism accorded to roy- 
alty. 

The prosecutor asserted that Prince 
Andrew was unable to realize the re- 
sponsibilities vf his — position and 
conseauently could not be treated as 
a real general who fled before the 
enemy after disobeying the orders of 
his superior. 

The prince natiently listened to 
these unpleasant remarks and when 
asked at the close of the proceedings 
whether he hal anrthing to say. re- 
plied that he had not. As usnal in 
court martial the prisoner left the 
court before delivery of the verdict 
and his counsel, Nicholas Damaski- 
nos, displayed visible anxiety as to 
whether he had saved his roval ch- 
ent’s hend. Prince Andrew’s. wife, 
who was Princess Alice. of Ratten- 
burg. also was greatly worried: she 
had spent sleepless nights since his 
arrest and arrived in Atnens only a 
few days azo. She had heen allowed 
to visit him several times. 

Sentence Is Relief. 

The court’s deliberations on the 
verdict lasted nearly three bours, and 
the sentence, deprivaffon of rank and 
life banishment, came as a_ relief 
when the worst was feared. During 
the course of the trial interest in- 
creased and when the verdict was 
delivered the house of parliament was 
crowded to full capacity, the military 
element particutariy being conspicu- 
ous, but there wus many representa- 
tives of society present. 

On the witness stand Prince An- 
drew told the president of the court 
that according to his orders the sec- 
ond army before attacking had to 
await instructions from the third 
army corps, which did not arrive. 

General Colonel Sariynnia testified 
that instead of attacking, the second 
army corps replied that an attack to 
the north was impossible owing to

It Fills the Bill. 

“We shall not enlarge the paper 
during the coming New Year,” says 
the editor of The Billville Banner. 
“As it has been, and is, it’s big enough 


at The Hague in December. 

The main expressed purpose of 
the conference is to promote a 
proposition for co-operation of or- 
ganized labor throughout the world 
to Oppose and obstruct any military 
movements of preparations in the 
event of war. 

“Renunciation of national en- 
tities” and resort to a general strike 
to obstruct national war activities 
are foremost among the policies to 
which the International Federation 
is committed; and it demands of all 
who are affiliated with it that they 
unite with each other to obstruct 
war measures in their own country, 
irrespective of whether such meas- 
ures are of an offensive or of a 
defensive character. 

Of course, the American Feder- 
ation of Labor would enter into no 
such a compact, nor lend its sanc- 
tion to a movement of that kind. 

There are men within the organ- 
ization who are radical and who do 
not measure up to the highest ideals 
of American citizenship, no doubt. 
The same thing is true, however, 
of organized religion and of organ- 
ized business. 

But, by and large, the members 
of the American Federation of 
Labor are American citizens first, 
inspired by the spirit of patriotism 
and of loyalty to the flag, and there 
is no visible evidence that any large 
number of them have been misled 
by the spurious promises of in- 
ternationalism as put forth by the 
bolsheviki and the followers of the 
red flag in other countries. 

It was only to be expected, there- 
fore, that the executive directors 
of the federation would repudiate 
such a flagrantly un-American pro- 
posal as that to which the interna- 
tionalism radicals asked them to 
commit themselves and their fel- 
low organized workers in this coun- 
try. 

And it is gratifying to the Ameri- 
can people that they have measured

Crime Situation Demands 
Better Police Protection 


Editor Constitution: What we need 
in Atlanta is a much larger po- 
lice for@e than we now have. We 
are now confronted with the fact 
that we have a police department 
scarcely sufficient in size to properly 
patrol our front and business streets, 
together with our enormous, puzzling. 
and rapidly increasing traffic condi- 
tions, let alone our miles and miles 
of back streets, and our resident and 
suburban sections where the large 
majority of our burglaries, hold-ups 
and other crimes are committed. 

Notwithstanding the old and out- 
oft-date system under which the po- 
lice department has to operate, and 
all the politics and politicians it is 
hampered by, I contend that the de- 
partment has been and is doing some 
good work. 

With the criminal division of the 
superior courts running continuously 
from one end of the year to the 
other, and about half the time emer- 
gency divisions being held by judges 
from different parts of the state (free 
of charge to the county), who realize 
the inability of the criminal division 
of the superior court to dispatch 
the criminal business of this county. 
Fully ninety per cent of these cases 
come from the police departments. 
And consider the enormous expense 
incumbent on the tax payers of this 
community for detention, feeding and 
trial of these crimnals. * 

Investigation of the records shows 
that though the criminal division of 
the superior court is already far be- 
hind with’the trial of cases now pend- 
ing, yet crime is continuously in- 
creasing. In the light of these facts 
everyone will agree with The At- 
lanta Constitution that it is time 
something should be done. And the 
only plausible and reasonable remedy 
in my mind after years of experi- 
ence in the criminal court, is that our 
police department be enlarged to * 
least double its present force. 

You can’t properly patrol a city of 
250,000 inhabitants like Atlanta satis- 
fuctorily with a police department 
only large enough to patrol a city 
of 100,000. _There could be no better 
advertisement go out to the world 
for Atlanta than to say that Atlanta 
has less crime than any other city 
of her size in the country, and that 
she has the best system and most 
competent police protection of any 
city in the country. 

_JIn order to get a proposition of this 
kind into effect it would neces- 
sary for our chamber of commerce, 
business and professional men of all 
lines, and our civic erganizations and 
our newspapers to get together and 
back our city and put our police de- 
partment on. a paying basis so that 
some of the enormous amount of 


| money that is now being spent feeding 


and ting criminals would be 
spen ra ocoltbitive of crime. When 
we do this the criminals who are here 
uncaught will quickly move to other 
fields of operation, And those who 
frequent our city from time to time 
will ever stay shy of Atlanta. 

Give us sufficient police protec- 
tion and the so-called crime wave 
will soon be a thing of the past and 
our lives, liberty and property will 
at all'times be safe. =

' SPIRITS IN THE CUPBOARD. 

One thing Dr. Conan Doyle has not’ 
yet explained is how he gets such ex- 
‘traordinarily prompt action from a 
few draughts from the flask when 
his fictional characters are to be re- 
vived, In real life if anybody comes 
to after a swig of whisky or brandy 
we immediately set the fellow down 
as a malingerer. Aleoholie liquors 
exert a miraculous stimulating action 
in fiction exclusively; in actual life 
the effect of whisky or brandy is de- 
pressing to the circulation. There- 
fore well trained physicians and sur- 
geens do not give whisky or brandy, 
or permit it to be given to patients 
suffering from shock or collapse of 
a serious degree; although some doc- 
tors interpose no objection to a nip 
from a proffered flask .if the patient 
is not too weak to stand it. 

There is another side of the prob- 
lem than the effect of aleobol on the 
circulation. Aleohol is an narcotic, 
and narcotics tend to soften or lessen 


shock or prevent it, by benumbing the 
sensorium generally. But alcohol is 
a very inferior agent if this effect is 
desired, compared with other drugs 
at the physician’s.disposal. There :s 
no excuse and no oceasion for keeping 
whisky or brandy in the house, so 
far as first aid or emergency may be 
concerned. When occasion arises for 
the use of a quick stimulant the medi- 
cine cupboard contains. 
Aromatic Spirits of Ammonia. 

This, like tincture of iodine, is a 
volatile liquid and must therefore be 
kept tightly stoppered. It is a solu- 
tion of ammonium carbonate (the 
same substance as that in “smelling 
salts’) in grain aleohol and ammonia 
water, with oil of lemon, nutmeg and 
lavender to give jt a pleasant odor. 

From half to one teaspoon may 
be given, in about one-fourth glassful 
of cold water, at intervals of five or 
ten minutes for three or four times if 
necessary, to one in a faint, or a vie- 
tim of shock or collapse of any kind. 
If the patient is quite unconscious 
and will not swallow, some of’ the 
aromatic spirits of ammonia may be 
roured on a handkerchief and held 
close to the.nose, for it is a stimulant 
to the circulation even when inhaled 
(as in smelling salts.) 

Ammonia being alkaline, a few 
drops of armomatic spirits of ammonia 
may be taken,.in water ,to relieve a 
sour stomach and to oppose or relieve 
sick headache. In such cases the dose 
should be repeated several times—five 
or ten drops every five or ten min- 
utse for five gr ten times. This med- 
icine, by the Way. once had some rep- 
utation for quickly sobering a drunk- 
en person. 

Mosquito, bites. and other insect 
stings may be relieved by touching 
with a romatic spirits of ammonia, or 
by-sponging with a teaspoonful of aro- 
matic spirits of ammonia in a half 
cupful of water. 

th as a stimulant and as an al- 
kali, armomatic spirits of ammonia is 
an antidote in poisoning: by acids. 

Iodine stains may b® sponged from 
the skin with aromatie spirts of am- 
monia on pledgets of eotton. 

Remember, no other spirits than 
this should be kept in the médicine 


tle tightly stoppered with a rubber 
stopper or a ground glass stopper to 
keep aromatic spirits of ammonia 
from losing its stremgth and value by 
evaporation. :

Should a young person 
who is quite near sighted put on 
glasses, if she can still read some 
without them? If such a person be- 
gins wearing glasses do they weaken 
he sight?—Mrs. N. M. S. 

Answer—There is no other remedy 
than glasses for near sightedness. It 
is generally better for a near sight- 
el young person to begin wearing 
glasses early for this saves strain and 
preserves better eyesight in adult

Answer—Sprinkle cold water over 
his face and chest, or if you can 
open his mouth gently insert a finger 
wrapped with clean handkerchief or 
gauze and draw the tongue forward: 
and slightly out of the mouth.

tory. 
Pig Iron Cheaper. 

Steel aeetaitinn also continues to 
maintain a batter rate than had been 
expected. Various authorities place 
out at the close to eighty per cent 
of capacity which means that no di- 
minution has taken place in the year’s 
best rate. Pig:iron prices are still 
showing a tendency to work lower in 
company with those of coal, and the 
prices of finished steel products, 
which have been remarkably steady 
for a_ number of weeks, are being 
shaded slightly. The nub of the 
situation seems to be that while the 
United States Steel corporation and 
some of the independents have ac- 
cumulated a good back log of work, 
other independents are not so favor- 
ably situated. No large reductions 
in steel prices are expected, however. 

One of the developments which 
caused satisfaction in financial] cir- 
cles was the publication of a large 


proportion of the October railroad 
earning statements. Bearing in mind 
the serious after effect of the strike 
the carrier efforts to put their equip- 
ment in shape for maximum service 
during October and the disappointing 
character of the September returns 
which gave only 2.9 per cent of val- 
‘uation, most observers had anticipa- 
ted poor earnings in October. 
Earnings Satisfactory. 

At first glance the .actual reports 
might be taken as indicating that ex- 
pectations were fulfilled, as the com- 
parisons with October a year ago dis- 
closed a general falling off in net. 
October, 1921, was, however, an un- 
usually good .nonth, 5.4 per cent of 
valuation being earned. Meanwhile 
the comparison with September is 
encouraging. Thus 54 class one 
roads earned ret of $71,000,000 in 
October as compared with $45,000,000 
in the previous month. As heavy 
traffic movement continued in No- 
vember it is apparent that the car- 
riers’ purchasing power is likely to 
be considerably better than recently 
had been supposed. 

Possibly the better railroad state- 
ments had their effect on stock prices. 
In any event, the ‘latter rallied vig- 
orously during the week, active short 
covering being in evidence over the 
entire list. Monetary conditions con- 
tinue comfortable and there is little 
expectation of any considerable dis- 
turbances in the money market dur- 
ing the rest of the year. 

Await Ginning Reports. 

The commodity markets have 
lapsed back into a relatively stag- 
nant condition. Cotton continnes to 
be bought by trade interests when 
it falls to the 25-cent level and to he 
sold when it moves up close to 26 
and the market is awaiting the gov- 
ernment ginning report which 
be public next Friday.

Against Refusal of High- 
er Price. 


Mass Meeting and Pa- 
rade by “Wet” Forces. ' 
Strong Resolutions Are 
Adopted. 


Paris, December 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The majority of the 
bakers’ shops in Paris and_ the 
suburbs closed at noon yesterday in 
compliance with the decision of the 
master bakers to cease the production 
of bread as a protest against the offi- 
cial refusal to increase the price two 
sous per kilo, to one franc, fifteen 
centimes. The government § imme- 
(Hately ordered a judicial inquiry 
with a view to the prosecution ot rhe 
association. One of the reasons for 
the master bakers’ strike in their de- 
sire to force the government to do 
away with the law enacted during 
the French revolution in July, 1791, 
under which the government has the 
right to fix the price of bread irre 
spective of the prince of wheat 
flour. 

More than five million persons are 
affected by the closing of some 3,500 
shops, 2,100 of which are in Paris 
and the remainder in the departments 
of the Seine-Et-Oise. 

The scramble for bread began early 
this morning when the newspapers 
printed last night’s decision of the 
bakers to close at noon. Throughout 
the fashionable And other quarters 
men and women could be seen on 
their way home from the shops with 
supplies of bread tucked under their 
aris, usually two foot sections of the 
long Fench loaf and as a rule with- 
out paper wrappings. 

The majority of the bake 
were stipped by eleven o'clock. 

Then the public began a run on 
the fancy bread, cakes and pastries. 
When these were gone, the bakers 
closed and went home. A few of 


Berlin, December 3.—(By the As- 
sociated.

DEAD ARE BURIED 


Victims Described as 
Martyrs and Heroes in 
Banners of the Funeral 
Parade. 


Mexico City, December 3.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Nine of the 
victims of Thursday night’s tragedy, 
members of the confederation of labor, 
were buried yesterday afternoon, more 
than 2,000 workmen attending the 
funerals.

Washington, December 3:—An ad- 
monition by ‘Thomas Jefferson to 
“preach a crusade against ignorance” 
was invoked last night by Commis- 


sioner Tigert of the bureau of educa- 
tion in a message to the American 
people at the beginning of American 
education week. 

With five million illiterate adults 
and six million children not in school, 
the commissioner said, the nation has 
even more need than in the days of 
the Sage of Monticello to set its 
face toward a policy to enable and aid 
the people to “grow in power and 
knowledge, in human understanding 
and tolerance, as the primary condi- 
tions of national progress.”’ 
' Education week, set aside by Presi- 
dént Harding in a recent proclama- 
tion as a time for “inspirational” 
reflection on the educational needs

“American education week is the 
time for telling the facts about Ameri- 
can education. And some of the fun- 
damental facts;that need to be em- 
phasized are first, that ‘all the peo- 
ple’ are not being educated. Qn the 
contrary, over six million children be- 
tween the ages of five and 18, one- 
fourth of all in the country, are not 
in any school. Secondy, about five 
million adults, or one-sixth of the to- 
tal population are, according to the 
census, illiterata, while the draft in- 
dicates that this figure should be even 
larger. Thirdly, public schools are 
being closed for lack of teachers and 
lack of tfunds for carrying them on. 

“‘Tet our countrymen know,’ said 
Jefferson. ‘that the tax whieh will 
be paid for this purpose (education) 
is‘not more thag a thousandth part 
of what will be paid if we leave the 
peonle in ignorance.’

There bas probably been a greater 
development in the purely mechanical] 
side of the upholstery trade lately 
than at any time since the invention 
of springs. This is largely due to 
the employment of down as a filling 
material, 

Before the use of down, extremc 
softness could not be obtained with 
plain surfaces, because the softest 
materials then known separated and 
became uncomfortable unless confined 
by tufting. This is why so mucli 
deep-tufted upholstered furniture wa: 
used in the latter part of the nine- 
teenth century. When the English 
and colonial wing and cushion chairs 
came into favor, about Jwenty yearr 
ago, upholsterers began fo experiment. 
and as a result the down cushio as 
an adjurict to upholstered chairs and 
sofas was made a permanent fea 
turé. 

Of course, the application of down 
upholstering depends upon the type 
of chair to be upholstered, but we 
find that standard shapes have been 
only slightly altered, and it is even 
possible to adapt, for loose-cushioned 
upholstering, frames that have not 
been made for that particular style of 
treatment. It must be borne in mind. 
however, that the limit of any type 
of cushioning is governed by the 
height of the seat of the chair or sofa 
from the floor.

DRY CONFERENCE 
TO OPEN TODAY 


_New Orleans, December 3.—The 
first session of the Anti-Saloon league 
law enforcement conference, at which 
it is expected policies of closer co- 
operation between federal and state 
prohibition officers will. be mapped 
out for the purpose of further. check- 
ing violations of the Voltsead act, was 
held here tonight preliminary to the 
pening tomorrow of the general con- 
ence which will be attended by Roy 
A. Haynes, federal prohibition com- 
missioner, and others prominently iden- 
tified with prohibition .enforcement. 

The feature of tonight's session was 
an address by Dr. Purley A, Baker, 
general superintendent of .the Anti- 
Saloon league, who discussed the fu- 
ture activities of the league in secur- 
ing enforcement of the eighteenth 
amendment, 

Commissioner Haynes, accompanied 
by Wayne B. Wheeler, general coun- 
sel of the league, and Guy L. Goff, 
assistant attorney-general of the Unit- 
ed States, who will represent Attor- 
ney-General Dangherty, will arrive to- 
morrow morning. Commissioner 
Haynes and Mr, Wheeler are sched- 
uled to deliver addresses at the morn- 
ing’ session and Mr. Goff is to speak 
tomorrow night. | Dr, BE. H. Cherring- 
ton, executive secretary of the World 
League Against Alcoholism, will also 
address the conference tomorrow. 

During the afternoon Commissioner 
Haynes will confer with federal, state 
and city enforcement officers in regard 
to local conditions and plans for a 
more rigid enforcement of the liquor 
law are expected to be developed. 

Federal prohibition enforcement of- 
ficers from Arkansas, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana have been instruct- 
ed by Mr. Haynes to attend the con- 
ference. Mayors of cities and towns 
and éther public officidls, both state 
and county, and all other peace offi- 
cers throughout Leuisiana have been 
invited ta attend. 
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‘Secretary Gives Views on 
Naval Future of United 
States-in Annyal Report 
to Congress. 


Washington, December 3.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—A general naval 
policy providing for a navy “second 
to none’ and strong enough to sup- 


4 port American policies and commerce 


end guard Ameriean continental and 
overseas possessions was laid down 
today by Secretary Denby in his an- 
nua: reper: to congress. 

Such a navy, the secretary said, 
should and could be maintained with- 
in the provisions of the naval limita- 
tion treaty. He added that although 
the present naval establishment was 
deficient in certain types, such as 
fast cruisers, aircraft cruisers, sea- 
going submarines and aircraft, he 
would make no immediate recommen- 
dation for additional appropriations 
because of the present financial con- 
dition of the country. 


Among the accomplishments of his 
department during the past year the 
navy secretary recounted “the de- 
velopment of aviation as an integral 
part of the fleet,” diversion of a 
greater precentage of repair work to 
government stations, increased steam- 
ing efficiency of battle craft, return 
of the officer personnel to a perman- 
ent basis after the temporary en- 
largement during the war, an exten- 
sion of the navy school facilities for 
enlisted men, and inauguration of 
extension and advance experiments in 
gunnery. He praised the record of 
the marine corps during the year, 
kaying that previous high standards 
of the corps had been maintained 


fully. 
Drawn Up by Board. 

The statement of general policy 
contained in the report was drawn 
up by the navy general board, and 
was said by the secretary to be in 
hig,opinion not only sound in the 
pr@ent circumstances but useful 
“for all times and under al) condi- 
tions.” ‘The major premise of the 
policy was this: 

“The navy of the United 
should be maintained in sufficient 
strength to support its policieg and 
its commerce, and to guard its con- 
tinental and overseas possessions.” 
As a corrolary to his basic prin- 
ciple, and in view of the naval limi- 
tation treaty terms, the general board 
further adopted this statement of 
purpose: 

“To create, maintain and operate 
a navy second to none and in con- 
formity with the ratios for capital 
ships established by the treaty for 
limitation of naval armaments, 

“To make the capital ship ratios 
the basis of building effort in all 
classes of fighting ships. 

“To direct the principal air ef- 
fort on that part of the air service 
ak is to operate from ships of the

“To assemble the active fleet . at 
least once a year for a period of not 
less then three months. 

“To maintain an active personnel 
afloat in conformity with the ratios 
for capital ships established by the 
treaty for the limitation of naval) 
armament, ‘

current requirements, 

“To make every effort, both ashore 
and afloat, at home and abroad, to 
assist the development of American 
interests, and especially the Ameri- 
can merchant marine.

The secretary, commenting on “this 
declaration in connection with his 
discussion of the results of the arma- 
ments conference, said thd the navy 
department had been “entirely in 
sympathy” with the purposes of the 
conference, and predicted that the 
benefits of 
navy construction will be 
more fully as the years go by. 

“For the first time in the history 
of our country,” he said. “the navy 
and congress have a definite naval 
policy and building and maintenance 
standard to work to, a standard which 
is proportionate to our position as a 
world power. The maintenance of 
this standard in all respects is neces- 
sary to our defense and to our pres- 
tige. x x x 

“In the past, owing to the lack of 
a definite naval policy, and to the 
more pressing need for building up 
our naval strength in capital ships, 
it has been impossible to maintain a 
well-rounded navy. I feel it my duty 
to report to you that in certain types,. 
such as fast cruisers, aircraft car- 
riers, sea-going submarines and air- 
craft, the navy is deficient. 

“It is not my intention this year, 
having in mind the financial condition 
of the éountry, to make any recom- 
mendations for an increase in the 
navy, but I recommend that, as soon

“This sweeping 
necessitated by the ter down of 
the enlisted strength of the navy to 
a total authorized strength of 86,000 
men, All the battleships not retained 
in the treaty on the limitation of 
armament, and a number of other 
vessels, on account of their material 
condition, have been placed ott or ar- 
dered out of commission to be either 
acrapped or sold. A large number of 
vessels were decommissioned with a 
view to retaining them in good con- 
dition for future service. The 173 
destroyers, first line, are practically 
new vessels constructed during the 
war, and great care was taken in de- 
commissioning them so that they

All temporary commissions had been 
terminated, he said, by the end of the 
fiscal year, and the regular roster of 
authorized line officers stood at 4,436 
as compared to an authorized total of 
5,499. The number of enlisted men 
in the service at the end of the year 
on June 30, last, was 89,513, it hav- 
ing been impracticable to entirely 
meet by that time the reduction to 
86,000 ordered by congress. The 
naval reserve umbered 5,340 officers 
and 10,966 men. 

The secretary made no. recommen- 
dation for a change in the law re- 
garding the personnel of the regular 
establishment, but he urged that the 
pending measure for . re-organization 
of the reserve be passed “to stabilize 
the reserves and provide for a healthy 
increase in their numbers and activ- 


ities.” 
Forces Reduced. 
Because of the reduced activities of 


‘the navy, Mr. Denby said, the civilia 


force had been reduced from 81.562 
on June 30, 1921, to 54,068 on June 
30, 1922, eutting the salary roll al- 
most in half. 
Recounting some of 


the accom- 


lishments of the air of the navy dut- 
the year Mr. Denby said: — 

“The development of aviation -a* 
an integral part of the fleet, with 
txpes of aircraft suited to every need 
of the naval forces, has been the ont- 
standing feature of the past year in 
maval aeronautics. The rapid strides 
that have been made in organization 
and development work have fully jus- 
tified the establishment of the bu- 
reau of aeronautics, and the work of 
this bureau is algo reflected in the 
general contribution that has been 
made to the advancement of industria] © 
_ commercial aviation in this coun- 
ry.” 

In coneluding his report, the sec- 
retary spoke a word for a fully de- 
veloped merchant marine, declaring it 
essential to the proper functioning of 
the navy. , 

“There is perhaps no subject 
more vital interest to the navy depari- 


ment,” he said, “nor one to which 


more earnest attention is given than 
| the re-establish 
| abdlishment of the Ameri- 
; can merchant marine. The ability of 
| the navy successfully to defend the 
, nation demands merchant auxiliaries.”

There’s an interesting test that 
very few people remember, which en- 
ables one to tell whether or not any 
material is adulterated.

The torn edges are fuzzy 
and usually curl up. On the other 
hands, woolen materials tear with a 
dull or muffled sound. The ease with 
which the wool cloth tears depends 
on the weight of the yarn and the 
weave. If cotton and wool are woven 
together, you can distinguish the 
kinds of fibers along the tear. ° 

Plain silks tear witli a rather clean 
edge, and give a shrill sound when 
torn. If the silk is corded, you will 
have considerable difficulty making it 
tear—if you can do it at all. Linen, 
also, tears with difficulty, and leaves 
the ends- of the broken threads with 
long, straight smodéth fibers prone’: 
ing. If there is’cotton present in the 
linen fabric, you, can usually~distin- 
guish it along the torn edges.

Paris, France, December 3.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—The “affaire 
Siki,” surrounding the Senegalesx 
prize-fighter who won the light- 
heavyweight championshin of the 
world by defeating Georges Carpen- 
tier but recently was deprived of the 
title by the boxing federation and 
also was denied the right to engage 
in pugilistic contests for nine months 
is to be threshed out before the 
courts. 

A complete investigation of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the Carpen- 
tier-Siki fight, which the Senegalese 
deputy Diagne, qualified in the cham- 
ber of deputies last week in open de- 
hate as a “frame up” is to be made 
by the civil tribunal. 

The boxing federation has called a 
special meeting for tomorrow after- 
noon to discuss the accusations made 
against it by Deputy Diagne, anc 
announces that it will take legal sro- 
ceedings for damages against. he 
deputy. On the other hand Diagne 
bimself has engaged counsel to sue 
the federation in an, attempt to ob- 
tain the rehabilitation of Siki and to 
prevent the federation from placing 
the Senegalese fighter in the position 


of being unable to earn his living thus } 


leaving Siki, his wife and child 
“facing starvation.” 

Diagne’s accusations in open 8és- 
sion of the chamber of “deputies to 
which the federation takes exception 
are quoted in the report published by 
the Journal official as follows: 

“Siki refused to carry out Instrac- 
tions which would have caused. the 
public to be fooled and swindled of 
its money, suddenly becoming con- 
scious of his own strength while in 
the ring he refused to lie down in 
the fourth round and abandon to Car- 
pentier another victory.” 

Deputy Diagne explains that his 
words as quoted above cast no reflec- 
tion on the honesty of the members of 
the French boxing federation. “The 
overtures made to Siki to get him to 
lie down did not come from that quar- 
ter,” the deputy added, but he said 
he had absolute proof of his charges.

In ‘this 
way the field of mortgage invest- 
ment has been widened until the in- 
vestor in California can buy a mort- 
gage o nsouthern property, 3,000 miles 
away, and-be perfectly sure of what 
he is getting, provided he deals with 
the right sort of banker.
